UNVEILING BRANT. 


Philadelphia Makes a Holi- 


day of the Occasion, 


The Silent Man on Horseback is 
What the Artists Have Cre- 


ated in Equestrian Statue, 


GRANT MONUMENT KXEBC1SES. 
HAS CALUMPIT FALLEN* 


Philadelphia Pa., April 27,—Final de- 


tails for the ceremonies incident to the 
unveiling of the Grant equestrian statue 
in Fan-mount park this afternoon were 
completed last night, and this morn- 
ing everything was in readiness for the 
moment when Miss Rosemary Bartons, 
grand-daughter 
of the 
dead 
hero, 


should loosen the folds of the snow- 
white cloth, which now hide the statue 
from public gaze. The morning broke 
cloudy and raw and gave every indi- 
cation of giving way to a steady rain. 
In a few hours the cloud lifted and the 
sun shone bright and warm. Long be- 
fore noon the tide of travel beg?n to 
move towards the central point of in- 
terest, the broad, picturesque east park 
drive which the statue overlooks." Sev- 
eral hours before the ceremony began 
every point of vantage was taken and 
crowds stretched along the river drive 
into the heart of the city along tl>e 
route over which the military marched. 
In the hands of nearly every person 
was carried small American flags, and 
throughout the city the homes and 
placus of business flung their stars end 
Stripes to the breeze. During the morn- 
ing the cruiser Raleigh rivaled the sta- 
tue as an objective point of interest 
Crowds thronged the docks along the 
river front or added to the wealth of 
the boatmen and ferry companies 
through their desire to get a ghnipse 
of the dull leaden sides and shining 
brass work of this famous ffghter. The 
cruiser was gayly decorated in-honor 
of the occasion. 


The Grant monument to be unveiled 


today as it now stands is exactly the 
same size as the one in Union Square 
New York. It was designed by Daniel 
Chester French and Edward C, Potter, 
both, American artists. The former 
modeled the figure of General Grant 
and the latter the horse. They have 
endeavored to depict a hero in 4 po- 
sition dignified and quietly imposing, 
the "silent man on horseback," and in 
so doing have departed entirely from 
the conventional. There ia the absence 
of dramatic action shown in the pranc- 
ing steed and waving sword. Instead 
the general rides his horse deep in 
thought. The expression of the face is 
indicative of a strong .though latent 
and modest personality. The figure is 
clad in field garb, high cavalry boots, 
close buttoned coat and the long cape 
or coat falls in folds over the horse. 
The latter stands firmly on his four 
feet with head turned slightly on one 
side. The whole aspect of the statue is 
one of restrained strength. The idea 
was conceived by the Fail-mount Park 
Art association and the work was pre- 
sented by that body to the city to/be 
placed in the park. The height of the 
statue from the bottom of the plinth 
to the top of the rider's hat is 15 feet, 
11 inches. The total weight is five tons.

STRIKING 
COUNTRY'S 


Report tliat A(£Uiualdo'» IHroncliold Is 


In Possession of Amerlcau Army- 


Manila. April 27.—General MaeAr- 


thur's troops captured the town of Cal- 
umpit yesterday. 
General Kale's bri- 


gade bore in on the right flank. The 
Americans are now in possession. Gen- 
eral Otis cannot hear from General Law- 
ton, 
as a small band of insurgents are 


cutting telegraph wires as fast as the 
signal corps repaint them. 


Eight Americana were killed in the as- 


sault upon the city. The loss to the rebels 
was terrific. 
What remained of their 


army was finally driven back into the 
town and beyond it to the hills. Gen- 
qral MacArthur bad 6000 troops engaged 
in the attack. The valor waa unpar- 
alleled. 


Calumpit was on fire when the concert- 


ed advance of Major General MacAr- 
thur's division, comprising the brigades 
Of Generals Hale and Wheaton, and the 
division of Major General Lawton was 
ordered. 


The insurgents met the advance with 


severe firing. The greater part of Agui- 
naldo'a army was in the town and the 
trenches before it, having made a stand 
there after the fall of Maloloa. ' 


The strategic attack upon the city was 


made by Hale's brigade, which moved 
down the right bank of the Quingau 
river; 
by Wheatoii's brigade, on the 


left bank and by Lawton's division, 
which advanced from Narzagary, being 
joined there by Lawton's csnter column i 
from Eocave. 
j 


The southern defenses of the insur. I 


gent capital v.ere first attacked and 
taken. They were a mile south of the , 
city and on the north bank of the Bag- 
bag river. 


The order to advance upon Cahimplt 


was received 
enthusiastically by the 


American troops. There had long been 
a thirst among the troops to avenge the 
death of their fellows during the light- 
ing march from Malolos, and they wera 
eager for the capture of the main strong- 
hold of Aguinaldo and his men. 


Scouting parties sent out a short time 


before the attack returned to report that 
Calumpit had been set afire by the 
rebels. 


In the attack the American troops were 


deployed in a long line before the city. 
This line was gradually closed in, main- 
taining an intense firing upon the 
tranches and immediate defenses of the 
capital. 


It was short-range fighting, and the 


Americans were more than equal to It, 
while the insurigents were pressed back 
whenever they attempted a stand. 


The guns of the Utah artillery did ma/i- 


terful work. They tore great gaps in the 
trenches and drove the rebels out with 
appalling slaughter. Then the infantry- 
men charged the trenches. The rebels 
stood their ground as long as they could, 
and then fled. 


The Americans then had little diffi- 


culty in entering the city. The fire set 
by the rebels was spreading rapidly, and 
it seemed a forlorn hope to attempt to 
extinguish it. 


On all aides was to be seen the havoc 


wrought by the intensity of the Ameri- 
can firing Vhe dead rebels lay two and 
neven three deep in some places. The 
trenches were choked with dead bodies. 


What remained of the rebel army fled 


to the hills, closely pursued by the Amer- 
ican soldiers, although the latter were 
in a worn-out condition from the con- 
tinuous fighting of the last few days.

QUARRYMEN 


ITALIANS IN DANGER, 


Serious Labor Situation at Rockpoit. 


Granite Men Incensed at Italian 


Labor. Manager Wants an 


Injunction ta Restrain. 


Rockport, Mass., April 27—An ex- 


pected demonstration at the quarries 
of the Rockport Granite company oc- 
curred this morning and the situation 
is serious. Today the quarrymen here 
and the Pigeon hili company joined 
the striking Bay View quarrymen, 
who have been out for weeks. The em- 
ployes who struck today demanded 
nine hours, in sympathy with the Bay 
View men. At a big meeting this morn- 
ing 200 marched through the woods to 
the Bay View quarries where Italians 
were at work. The Italians fled and 
the strikers stoned the. deserted en- 
gine bouses. No serious damage was, 
done. The Italians were informed the 
strikers would not be responsible for 
their safety it they stayed after 4 
o'clock this afternoon. It is understood 
the manager of the Rockport company 
has applied for an injunction restrain- 
ing the strikers. A number of Glouces- 
ter policemen were ordered 
to the 


scene. A big mass meeting was an- 
nounced for this afternoon. 


NOT UBOftERST 


Chinese Conjurers Will Be Permitted to R«mRh 


In Thi$ Country. 


Chicago, April 27.—Chin Ling Foo, the 


Chinese conjurer, and his troupe were 
discharged yesterday from the custody 
of the United States authorities by 
United State* District Judge Kohlsaat. 
The Chinaman came to tbis country un 
der the provisions of a special act of 
congress admitting laborers and others 
for th« purpose of participating in the 
construction and operation of exhibits 
at the Omaha exposition, and providing 
that they should leave at the close of the 
exposition. Because he did not return to 
China, Chin Ling Foo was arrested 
while under engagement with the Hop- 
kins circuit of theaters. An application 
for a writ of habeas corpus followed. 
Judge Kohlsaat holds that the alien 
labor law does not apply t* performers 
in the same sense as to laborers. Th« 
troupe will be permitted to remain in this 
country as long as it chooses. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, April 27.—Attorney General 


Knowlton sent to the legislature hi* 
opinion that the general court has th* 
right to revoke charters of the Boston 
gas companies if it finds such a measure 
necessary in ord«r to effect their con- 
solidation. 


A solution of the high building problem 


was reached by the legislative commit- 
tee on citiea. Th« committee reported 
a bill which affects th« whole state, and 
provides that 100 feet is the extreme 
height to which any building in th« state 
may be erected. Buildings upon United 
States land, grain elevators, chimneys 
and ventilators and.spires and towers of 
churches are exempted. 


Reference to the next general court 


was reported on the petition that the 
action of the Boston park commissioners 
In approving the ornamentation of the 
new Westminster chambers be ratified, 
and the petition that the building be per- 
mitted to remain at its present height. 


The bill providing for a trial by jury of 


persona sentenced for contempt of court 
was rejected by a vote of 39 to 82.

The. early conquerors of tHis country 


•nd their followers of today b^ve been 
very wasteful and careless in the dispo- 
sition of their forests, with the result 
of accelerating tha date when they will 
be compelled to face a problem of forest 
preservation at considerable cost to 
themselves, Deuizens of the northwest 
are familiar with the rapidity with 
which tbe valuable timber areas have 
been denuded, until now there- is scarce- 
ly a merchantable tree between Ar- 
kansas and the Canadian line. Many 
notes of warnings accompanied this de- 
struction of the northern soft wood for- 
ests, but they fell upon unwilling ears. 
Only after it was too late to stop tbe 
mischief did tbe country begin to recog- 
nize the indirect value of forests to agri- 
culture and that no high degree of civ- 
ilization can exist permanently with- 
out soms systematic and adequate forest 
management. In India the destruction 
cf the forests commenced 1,000 years 
ago, and that country, having at last: 
seen the folly of such waste, is now en- 
gaged in the expensive undertaking of 
reforesting large areas. 


Tbe effect upon rainfall and the pro- 


ductiveness of tbe cultivated tracts has 
already been acknowledged by investi- 
gators. When Oortes first saw the val- 
ley of Mexico, it was covered with 
woods, not dense, but abundant, from 
the timber line on tbe volcanoes down 
to the water's edge. The reckless out- 
ting down of the forests by the Span- 
iards in the first century following the 
conquest in 1521 increased evaporation, 
caused the lakes to dry up, led to fre 
quent droughts, followed by occasional 
floods, and changed tbe climate of 
Anahuac. 


Any old rancher will tell stories of 


streams that flowed when he was a boy 
and will show the dry arroyo now. 
They all claim that tbe tablelands bad 
timber in considerable qnntities whese 
now there are barren deserts. ' 


This government has taken some steps 


in the matter, but it is also necessary 
far tbe landowners to assist in this 
work by planting trees and irrigating 
them for a few years until they have 
taken good root. By using good judg- 
ment in selecting the trees and in plant- 
ing in a few years the complaints' 
which are now so frequent of years of 
droughts will soon become fewer and 
fewer until they finally cease. —Mon- 
terey Globe. 


BEAUTIFUL MAGIC LAKE. 


The Present Which an Earthquake Hade 


to Xennauee. 
' 


Keelfoot lake, which lies mostly in 


Obion county and partly in Lake, is the 
largest sheet of water in Tennessee, it 
being 40 miles in length and from 8 to 
5 in width. 


This lake, which evokes rapturous 


comments from even tbe most indiffer- 
ent observer, was formed- in a few min- 
utes by an earthquake, which, accord- 
ing to the best authorities, occurred be- 
tween 2 and 8 o'clock on Saturday 
morning, Nov. 16, 1811. There were 
two terrific shocks about 80 minutes 
apart and many lighter ones between 
and after. Tbe earth rocked violently, 
a deafening noise like thunder struck 
terror to the ear, the atmosphere was 
heavily laden witb something like 
smoke and vivid and almost constant 
flashes of lightning illuminated the sur- 
rounding country, and in less time than 
it takes to write it thousands of acres 
of land had.sunk far below the level of 
tbe mighty Mississippi. 


The Father of Waters rushed into 


the sunken country, and tbe suction 
was so great that for three hours tbe 
river ran up stream, and rafts and boats 
below the lake were torn from their 
moorings and went whirling into the 
seething,' maddening vortex. 
As 'soon 


as tbe newly formed lake war, filled the 
river went majestically on its usual 
course, leaving to •Tennessee one of tbe 
finest -fishing resorts in tbe country, 
which is annually the Mecca of thou- 
sands of sportsmen.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial'Tribune.

TONS OF COUNTERFEITS 


Plans off the Gang; Recently Ar- 


rested In Philadelphia. 


BOLDEST EVER KNOWN TO BE TRIED

Mill to Sapplr the G*a*—Nine Tons 
of Internal Rev«»«o Btmaip Paper 
Fonn*—Born* Mo»*V »»d StM»»» 
Were to B* *•«•. 
Government officials in Philadelphia 


all say that the conspiracy of the two 
alleged counterfeiters, Arthur Taylor 
and Baldwin 8. Bredullof Philadelphia, 
who are charged with having made the 
plates from which were printed the spu- 
rious $100 silver certificate, ia the moat 
dangerous to the monetary system of 
this country that has ever been attempt- 
ed and that had the discovery not been 
made when it was the counterfeiters in 
a short time wonld have had in opera- 
tion a paper making plant, by which 
they would have been enabled to make 
the paper for notes so nearly like that 
made by the government that the notes 
could not have been distinguished. 
They already had enough paper to make 
notes to the value of $9,000,000. 


The story of this most remarkable at- 


tempt to defraud the government Toy 
counterfeiting includes the arrest of a 
partnership of five criminals, the seizure 
of the face and back plates of the $100 
silver certificate, which has so long wor- 
ried and troubled the treasury, the face 
and back platea of an Everett bead $50 
silver certificate the partly finished face 
ard back platea of a $100 Lincoln head 
treasury note, the unfinished face and 
back plates of a $30 silver certificate 
and thrpa 10 cent 60 cigar internal reve- 
nue stamp plates. It also shows how the 
conspirators were about to get into the 
manufacture of paper like that used by 
the government in printing treasury

bank notes. It shows that the crim- 


inals had on hand nine tons of water 
marked internal revenue paper, all coun- 
terfeited, and more, in bnlk and vol- 
ume, than the stock of similar paper 
kept on hand by th& bureau of printing 
and engraving at Washington and suf- 
ficient to have printed^, 25,000,000 
stamps. Remarkable to say* all the con- 
spirators are young men, the eldest be- 
ing not over 38. Had the plan to manu- 
facture paper for the notes succeeded, 
the excellence of the engraving was such 
that it would have been almost incapa- 
ble of detection. 


Speaking of the case the other day, 


Chief Wilkie said that more than a year 
ago, when the counterfeit was first dis- 
covered, treasury experts differed an to 
the way it was made. He finally deter- 
mined that it was a combination of 
photo etching and hand engraving, and 
he set to work to watch men who did 
that sort of work. In Philadelphia, 
New York and: Chicago capable men 
were put to work, the man in this city 
being William J, Burns, one of the 
moat astute men in the-secret service. 
About April 1 it was learned that Tay- 
lor & Bredell were at work on some- 
thing that they were endeavoring to 
conceal, and they were watched closely. 
The force here was largely increased, and 
men were set to follow them all the 
time. The arrest was made at the firm's 
office on Tuesday, April 18. 


"We took them into the private office, 


888 Filbert street, "he-said, i'and found 
in their desks the material described. 
We held them there, preferring to keep 
the arrests secret as long as we conld. 
The other day was the firat they had 
been out. The evening they were caught 
Burns, Griffin and Murphy went to 
Lancaster and direct to the factory, 213 
Queen street, where they spent the night 
waiting. Burns, the watcher for the con- 
spirators, was the first to arrive and 
was arrested. 


"Eendig, one of the gang there, came 


later and was handcuffed to one of the 
officers. From him we got the keys to 
the only locked place i:n--the-bnilding. 
It was simply a fine partition inclosing 
a space about 15 feet square, with a 
Yale lock. In there we'found a D plate 
press. Lying on the bed of the press was 
a fine stamp plate .of. full size, with 10 
cent 50 cigar stamps on it. We expect- 
ed this, because Mr.- Jacobs, another of 
the men in Lancaster, bad not 'been 
buying enough stamps. In fact, he had 
only bought 3,500 stamps in'two years. 
In a pressure press in' the same room, 
the face of the press being the size of a 
printed seal, there were tinder pressure 
about 3,000 sheets of Stamps- On a box 
in another corner were a. number of 
wetting cloths and about. 1,000 sheets of 
counterfeit revenue paper. 


"On the same floor- in 87 tobacco 


cases we found about one-third of a ton 
of the paper bearing the didtinctive 
mark of the revenue service.'' This pa- 
per, we learned, had been made over 
five years ago, and. we learned that the 
man who made it .is dead, fortunately 
for him. This left-na to reckon with 
Jacob*. Officers Bonu and 8. A, Donella 


of Omaha district went to bis office, but 
be was very busy, and they could not 
see him. Finally they forced their way 
to him, arrested bin and sewed the 
factory. We found • large Supply of 
•tamps in drawers acoeitible to clerks 
who stamped the btiYM. Th,tMwer« 
placed in tba dr«\t«r each moriing by 
Jacobs. Bo brought them over ia paok- 
agM once a week from Kendiff'e office.

OLD TELEGRAPH TO GO. 


IHnrcont System MOT Soon Be In Gen- 


eral Use. 


Experiments made during tbe pafit few 


days at Notre Dame university, South 
Bend, Ind., have convinced Professor 
Jerome J. Gieeji Liiai the Marconi sys- 
tem of telegraphy will be in general use 
at no distant data Professor Green is 
in charge of the department of physics 
and electrical engineering at Notre 
Dame, and has devoted much time to 
experiments with wireless telegraphy. 
Tests from one building to another on 
the campus were tried with remarkable 
success. They were obtained by the use 
of apparatus constructed in the labora- 
tory of tbe college. 


The equipment, as arranged by Pro- 


fessor Green, consists of an induction 
coil, to which is affixed a vertical 
charged wire and a similar one is con- 
nected with tbe earth at tbe point of 
sending. At tbe receiving station is tbe 
coherer, which consists of a email glass 
tube with insertions of brass metal at 
each end. The space between the metals 
contains filings cf silver and nickel. A 
high resistance relay and a sounder are 
also at tbe receiving station. 


These two instruments are exactly 


tbe same as are used in the ordinary 
telegraph office, thus making it possi- 
ble for the operator who is capable of 
receiving messages over the wires to 
perform the same work with the now 
discovery. At the sending station there 
is, instead of tbe ordinary keyboard, a 
simple lever, which works like a pump 
handle. As dots and dashes are measured 
by tbe manner of pressing tbe key un- 
der tbe present system, they are indi- 
cated by the new in the distance this 
lever is pushed down or raised. At the 
tip of the vertical wire is a brass 
sphere, and from this the sound waves 
go out in every direction, unless reflect- 
ors are used to compel the message to 
go out Jike rays from a searchlight. 
The receiver intended to take a message 
is tuned to the same point of synchro- 
nism aa tbe machine which sends the 
message. 


"There may be dozens of instru- 


ments," explained Professor Oreen, 
"from which messages are being trans- 
mitted at the same time, and unless the 
receivers are tuned to the exact synchro- 
nism of the instrument at the point of 
sending one will not interfere with 
tbe other, and each instrument wiJJ 
take only the message intended for it. 
—Special Philadelphia Press.

Winkle which is aeldom oritioised. 
Possibly noue of you ever noticed it. 
Indeed, I will confess- that until recent- 
ly the fact never occurred to me with 
any force. Well, yon could never guess, 
so I will tell you. It is this: Bip Van 
Winkle is the only person in the play 
who speaks English with a slightly 
broken Dutch accent. All of the other 
characters are obliged to content them- 
selves with ordinary English. 


"It heightens the effect for Rip to 


speak as he does in broken accents, hut 
if all the other characters were to at- 
tempt a dialect there would be such a 
variety of accent that the effect would 
be incongruous and ridiculous. AH the 
feeling and sentiment of the play would 
bo lost in this polyglot attempt at dia- 
lect. 


"Several years ago a man engaged to 


play Nick Vedder came on at rehearsal 
and commenced to talk in the broadest 
low Dutch accent. I stopped him at 
once, but ia his own defense be ex- 
cluimed: 


'"But Nick Vedder would talk that 


way, wouldn't he, if Bip Van Winkle 
did?'" 'Yes,' I replied, 'he would, but you 
mustn't.' 
And no doubt the man 


thought me very unreasonable. But this 
only illustrates the point that many 
things apparently illogical must be done 
on the stage to secure effect by inspir- 
ing the imagination. Absolute realism 
would be fatal. Under certain condi- 
tions it is the necessity of dramatic art 
to make the impossible seem real. "•— 
Milwaukee Wisconsin.

The House Rat Eati Quantities of 


Pipe and Creates Sewer Gag, 


One of the most persistent and de» 


strnotive assistants the plumber has it 
the bouse rat. A rat can eat out plumb- 
ing as fast aa an average honest; man 
can pay for it. To a rat a greasy lead 
pipe is a toothsome moroeau. When a 
hungry rat forsakes the barn and finds 
his way into the cellar of a bouse and 
thence up through the walls to the 
space between the floors, the first thing 
be tackles is the grease on the outside 
of a lead waste pipe. If he finds other 
food shortly thereafter, he spares the 
pipe, otherwise he eats the pipe and the 
water escapes through to the ceiling 
below and ruins the plaster. The plumb' 
er is sent for and repairs the leak, but 
he doesn't tell what caused it. 


Once upon a time a rat was "hoist 


by his own petard," so to speak. He 
got into a house and found his way to a, 
lead pipe, on which he tried his teeth. 
It was pleasant chewing and put a fine 
edge on his teeth, so he continued. Soon 
he had eaten a large hole in the pipe 
and a stream of scalding water poured 
forth. Before he could escape he had 
been scalded to death, to say nothing of 
being drowned. But he had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that he had ruined a 
fine ceiling and that the carpet under- 
neath it had been soaked full of lime- 
water. There is no great ^ss without 
some small gain. 


Just to show, what £tKj could do, 


some rats once ate 50 fen, of lead pipe 
under a bathroom and over the kitchen 
of a big hotel in this city. The floor of 
the bathroom was marble and under it 
was a fireproof floor made of iron beams 
and hollow tiles, the pipes were laid 
in the space between the floor and the 
girders, fiats were attracted thereto by 
the odors from the kitchen. They met 
the lead pipes. When their appetites 
were satisfied, the space was filled with 
lead dust. 


Bats like to eat drain pipes from 


kitchen sinks because they are lined 
with grease.

They gather up bones 
and scraps of meat about the -kitchen 
yard and carry them up into the rafters 
between floors and ceilings. The pres- 
ence of tbis plunder is sooner or later 
discovered by the odor, and the plumber 
is sent for to discover whence the sewer 
gas comes. It is not always well to tell 
the housekeeper the truth.

1 put two men 
at the wbeel, kept the lead going, told 
all bands to bold on like grim death 
and got in without parting a rope yarn. 
Bnt 1 wouldn't care to do it again. It's 
all right when yon get inside; but, as 
yon can see for yourself, when yon get 
a strong sou'wester and a heavy sea it's 
a dangerous port to make. Tho timbers 
of many a stout craft are scattered 
along this coast in winter time. Have 
1 ever been ashore here? Yes; twice. 
The first time I made a mistake in the 
tides and grounded outside the bar, bnt 
luckily it was fair weather, «?JDd she 
came off safely next tida The next 
time 1 thought it was all np with ns. 
We were being towed out in.tho teeth 
of halt a gale, when the hawser parted, 
and we fouled the pier, caftying away 
all the headgear and went ashore just 
inside tbe breakwater. If it had beteu 
outside, she d have been smashed into 
nufcchwood before morning. Bnt, though 
I've been in and ont of Fordham some- 
times two or three times a year for the 
last 60 years, 1 never see that church 
without .being reminded of my first voy- 
age and it* ending. 


"1 was a flip of a lad, barely 15 at 


the time, and I'd shipped aboard a ketch 
called tbe Pride of Rochester, for want 
ot a better craft 
Von know what that 


means—little food and plenty of rope's 
end, tbat was my fare. The skipper was 
a savage and a drunken one, too, and 1 
believe it it hadn t been for the mate, a 
man named Tucker, 1 should have been 
pitched overboard before the voyage was 
over We were Bound here witb a cargo 
of states. The weather was fine, and we 
had a good passage. As soon as we'd 
discharged the cargo we hanled ont into 
Hie river to wait for orders. The skip- 
per be goes ashore and right glad I wai 
to see tbe back of him, leaving me and 
Bob Tucker — that was tbe mate — 
aboard. 


, "Be wss a decent 1011 of chap, and I 
think, I'd have done pretty well anything 
for Mm for saving we from tbe captain. 
He tried bis best to persuade me to give 
up seafaring and settle down to some 
trade ashore and used to tell me some 
of the things he'd gone through since 
he'd been to sea. I don't .know how 


many times lie hadn't been sbipwreckcn, 
but though. I was pretty sick of it my- 
self, I wouldn't own up to it and used 
to thiuk it would be grand to bo able to 
toll such yarns as be could. Ah, 1 don't 
suppose ho ever thought that was to be 
bis last voyage, but it was. It happened 
like this: We'd been lying but in tho 
river for over a week, when there came 
a change in the weather and alter a 
cloudy and unsettled day or two tho 
wind pot away to the sou'west and began 
to pipe up strong and in a few hours it 
was blowing a heavy galo 
Craft caught 


in the channel ran for the nearest shel- 
ter 
Brigs and schooners came in with 


torn sails ajid splintered spars, and one 
or two of the fishing boats came to grief 
ou the bar. Before long there was a 
pretty lively sea all round the coast and 
it was washing clcaii over the pierheads 
yonder. So yon may guess that even in- 
side we felt it 
The ketch, being light, 


pitched and rolled at her anchorage like 
a cork, but we rode with a good bit of 
cable, and there was no other craft near 
us. 


"The next night the gale was at its 


height 
Heavy gusts of wind swept 


across tha harbor, whistling and shriek- 
ing wildly among the rigging, and bring- 
ing up with them squalls of thick rain 
that hid the lights of town altogether 


"I was on deck keeping watch, cold, 


wet and miserable, when I noticed that 
the cable every now and again seemed 
to jerk and rattle as it had not done be- 
fore 
So 1 went aft and told the mace, 


who was smoking in the cabin. 


" 'By God. she's dragging!" he shout- 


ed as soon as he'd been on deck a tew 
moments. 'We shall be ashore before 
we know where we are. Bear a hand 
here, lad. Smart's the word now.' And 
he laid hold of the painter of the littl" 1 
boat that was bobbing np and down ' 
astern of ua 
i 


"Hand over hand we got it alongsul 


and 1 plucked np courage to ask hi.u 
what he was going to do. 


"'Going to do? 
Why, I'm goiuy 


ashore to get help. You and I can't got, 
out another anchor alone. You keep u 
sharp lookout, and when you hear me i 
call show a light over the side.' Aucl ' 
with that he was-gone 
' 


"I didn't like being left alone, yon i 


may be sura I was only a youngster, 
you must remember, and it vras my 
first voyage. 1 thought she'd go ashore 
and break up while he was gone, and 
then I should be drowned, and the next 
moment 1 wondered whether he would 
get back safely How long he was away 
I don't know It seemed to me like 
hours. 1 strained my ears to listen for 
his voice, and during one of the mo- 
mentary lulls in the howling of the 
gale I heard yonder church bells strike 
9. And still the anchor dragged and 
still we drifted. At last I caught the 
sound of a shout far off. 
I jumped up 


and waved the lantern over the side 
Then came another wait, followed by 
another shout, this time clear and close 
at hand. Again I showed the light, and 
the next moment 1 beard the splash of 
oars alongside, and the mate and a 
stranger, both dripping wet from head to 
foot, clambered on deck. Then we turn- 
ed to to get out a kedga 
We got the 


spare anchor np from the hold, bent on 
a stout hawser to it, and prepared to 
lower it into the boat. Bob Tucker and 
the stranger got into the boat and bade 
me 'lower away' when I was told. But 
exactly what happened in the darkness 
and confusion 1 could never clearly re- 
member. The gale seemed to have got 
ten times worse. It was difficult to 
hear oneself speak. If possible, too, it 
seemed to have got darker. I could just 
faintly see the forms of two men mov- 
ing about in tbe boat as it tossed along 
side. Suddenly I heard agonizing shouts 
for help. I looked over the side, and 
the boat was gona 


"Frightened? I should just think I 


was frightened! I added my shouts to 
theirs, but you might as well have 
spoken in a whisper for all anybody 
would have beard that night I rushed 
wildly to and fro, throwing over ropes' 
ends and anything I could lay my hands 
upon. I felt horribly helpless as I lis- 
tened to their cries getting fainter and 
fainter until at last they ceased alto- 
gether, and I know that they were 
drowned, i can't tell yon what I felt 
for the rest of that night I dare not go 
down below, and even on deck I fancied 
I could see their faces close beside me, 
and their cries were ringing in my ears.

Still another •with the decency that 
will always command respect. I im- 
agine that even as truculent a gentle- 
man as Mr. Irving Winslow seems to 
be would scarce enter the parlors of 
the White House and hiss the presi- 
dent of the United States. Why not? 
For the reason that he would surely 
find a policeman on duty in the neigh- 
borhood whose duty it is to eject 
cranks and enforce decency of expres- 
sion and behavior. Still, the parlors of 
the White House are always open to 
gentlemen who desire to talk to the 
president of the United States, and 
from all that I can collect he is 
a ready and willing listener."

GARDNER ON TRIAL, 


For 
Clarksburg Shooting, Delay in 


Beginning Case. 


The trial of Mai-shall H- Gardner of 


Clarksburg on charges of alleged as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon and fe- 
lonious assault on Richard Foster and 
James Collins, made a lot of trouble 
Dor the lawyers in police court this 
morning1. Collins was not present, and 
one or two of the witnesses failed to 
show up. Lawyer Mack, who appears 
for the prosecution, was very sure that 
it was a mistake and that the com- 
plainant wanted to carry on the case. 
The case has already been continued 
once or twice, and Beer and Dowlin, 
for the defense, WPI-C equally sure that 
it would be an, injustice to the wit- 
nesses who had given up the day's work 
in. Clarksburg to attend if the trial 
were again continued. 


There was a lot of discussion on the 


matter, and finally the case was con- 
tinued till this afternoon, when it was 
hoped to have all the witnesses present. 
This afternoon Mr. Collins and the 
necessary witnesses were present, and 
the trial was begun. 


Mr. Collins gave as the reason for 


his absence in the morning- the fact 
that he was sick in bed, and that he 
was suffering more than ever from the 
wound he received in the affair, and 
which he still carries in his neck. 


Lawyer Mack in opening- the prose- 


cution stated that he intended to show 
that the assault was entirely unpro- 
voked, and the two men who were 
fired at were entirely within the limits 
of their business and making no dis- 
turbance when it occurred.

called, and he told the story of the 
affair, practically as it has already 
been reported in the papers.

THE FIGHTING GURKHAS. 


iornethM« About the Men Who Win SOUM 


of Euc'uud'a Battles. 


Tbe Gurkhas, to whose valor we owe 


10 muoh on the Indian frontier, are not 
afraid of death in any shape or form, 
have tho iuaiiuufc of instant and unques- 
tioning obedienoa to orders from supe- 
riors and take an actual and physical 
delight infighting. It is a popular error 
to suppose that they are without caste. 
There are about 33 different castes 
among them and several subdivisions in 
eaoh caste, but when serving in British 
regiments and while on a campaign 
Gurkhas do not allow their caste sys- 
tem to interfere with their comforts and 
will eat and drink freely -with Euro- 
peans and among themselves. They have 
no objection to taking a pull at a Brit- 
ish soldier's flask and will share a 
"ohapati" with the most menial camp 
follower. They will gladly take a cigar 
or tobacco from a European, but on no 
account must a man of one caste smoke 
in the company of another. 


All Gurkhas trace their descent from 


the Rajputs of central India, the Thap- 
pas and Gnrnngs especially claiming to 
have the bluest Hindoo blood in India 
running in their veins. They have, 
however, intermarried for generations 
with Mongolian women. One would 
imagine therefore that in process of 
time a distinctly new type, combining 
the leading characteristics of both races, 
would have been evolved, but as a mat- 
ter of fact the vast majority of Gurkhas 
are either Aryan or Chinese in their 
cast of countenance. Europeans general- 
ly suppose that all Gurkhas are squat 
men, with broad nostrils, high cheek 
bones and deep set, narrow eyes. This 
is not the case. The Second Gurkhas 
regiment has large numbers of Gurungs 
and Thappas in its ranks who are of a 
slight build, with beantifully chiseled 
and sharp features, Aryans every inch. 


Gurkhas have one physical peculiar- 


it j—their stature is below the aver- 
age. As they do not wear beards and 
their mnstaches, in spite of much care, 
never attain a luxuriant growth, to 
a casual observer a Gurkha regiment 
appears to consist of boys, not men. 
It 


is on record that when Lord Roberts 
was marching through the Kurram the 
Pathan women and children came ont 
to jeer at the striplings whom he was 
leading, as it seemed, to their certain 
death, and they only changed their 
opinion when, largely owing to the 
heroism of these same Gurkhas, the Af- 
ghan army was driven headlong from 
the Peiwar Kotal. 


The colonel of a distinguished regi- 


ment used to tell a story of a Pathan 
Who had traveled a long distance to get 
a glimpse of the terrible soldiers that 
had defeated his countrymen. When he 
saw the little boyish looking Gurkhas 
standing guard at the Bala Hissar, ha 
committed suicide "for very shame," 
at least—and this is the best part of the 
story—so the guard declared when asked 
to explain the presence of the dead 
body.—London News.

Senator Frye Tells How 


to Expand It

York, April 27.—United States 


Senator William P. Frye was tendered a 
banquet here last night in recognition of 
his labors in behalf of New York har- 
bor improvements. 
|

The dinner was given by the foljpw- 


ln$ associations: 
Produce Exchange, 


Marine association of the port of New 
York, the steamship interests, Cotton 
Exchange, the Chamber of Commerce, 
Merchants' association, Board of Trade, 
Board of Marine Underwriters, National 
Board of Marine Underwriters, Coffee 
Exchange, Metal Exchange and the 
Stock Exchange. 


Ex-Mayor William L. Strong: was 


chairman of the general committee of 
200, and Gustav H. Schwab was secre- 
tary. 


Governor Roosevelt and Senator Pla.tij 


made addresses previous to the one de- 
livered by the guest of the evening. Mr. 
Frye said in part: 


"The more I see of this world the more 


I am delighted with this republic. God 
scattered his gifts here with a prodigal 
hand. These gifts were bestowed upon 
Intelligent, resourceful men, who made 
fairly good use of them. Since the close 
of the Civil war our progress has been 
the marvel of the wortd. We have out- 
stripped the nations in agriculture. In 
mining and manufacturing. Our growth 
in w-ealth and population has surpassed 
our wildesf dreams; our home market 
became the best on earth, actually ab- 
sorbing almost our entire product. This 
operated in one respect to our disadvan- 
tage; it tempted us to contentment, in- 
duced us to neglect foreign markets, 
their requirements 
and necessities. 


When, through a bitter experience, we 
learned that our product was a third 
larger than our consumption; that our 
surplus would surely increase year by 
year; that we must have a foreign mar- 
ket or, crab-like, progress backward, we 
found ourselves face to face with a most 
serious problem. Our commercial rivals 
were strongly entrenched everywhere; 
with subsidized steamship lines entering 
all the great ports of the world, with 
banking facilities, business agencies 
long established, and a thorough ac- 
quaintance with trade requirements. 


"We entered upon the solution of the 


problem with courage and inteiUgenc-e. 
The manufacturers of our country 
formed an association, embracing mem- 
bership from nearly every state in the 
Union. What has been accomplished? 
Last year we imported in round num- 
bers $767,000,000 of goods, and exported 
Jl,302,000,000 of our products, leaving a 
balance of over $500,000,000 in our favor. 
Our exports exceeded those of the United 
Kingdom. 


"It is easy to account for our exports 


of aigricultural products, hungry people 
bought our wheat, needy manufacturers 
our cotton, craving appetites our to- 
bacco. But the products of our manu- 
factories were compelled to meet the 
fiercest competition, to seek the same 
markets sought by England, Germany, 
France and Belgium. In ikis com- 
mercial war the advantages were not all 
with us. Our coal and Iron were acces- 
slblo, while our rivals sought them deep 
down in the bowels of the earth. 
Our 


•working men were better fed, clothed, 
housed and paid than theirs, did more in- 
telligent work and accomplished greater 
results. The Inventive genius of our 
mechanics was decidedly superior to 
theirs. We had another advantage. 
Transportation wa« lower with us than 
with them—a very important Hem In the 
cowt of tbe finished product. 


"What of our future? Our success 


last year is most gratifying, but our 
necessity for foreign markets is certain 
to increase. Our wonderful Inventive 
genius, the brain power of our working- 
men, 
our present and our prospective 


machinery, the sagacity, enterprise and 
•kill of our man«t^Jturera, ail promise 
still greater advf*ce, in a few years 
w« shall hav* at* Mation of 100,000,000. 
WIM.I *..~.. twig inu»ti«ij.e cto? Farm? 
Only a small percentage; fop now w* 
produce enough for our own, and can 
fcupply the necessities of Europe, while 
Europe is steadily increasing her agri- 
cultural acreage, rendering her depen- 
dence upon us less and less. It is sate 
to say that 60,000,000 of our people will, 
in that time, be dependent upon non- 
agricultural pursuit*. 
• "The commercial war upon which the 
world hag e-*tered will become fiercer 
and fiercer. Germany will be our most 
dangerous rival. Her wages paid art 
not one-half of ours. Shall we reduce 
oura to the plane of he^J? Thatmlfht 
breed a discontent wMch would Midan- 
«r UlffJWlWtfc JO 


the purchasing powtr of Mr paopl* and 
•till more increase the surplua. Shall 
we run our mills on one-third or on*- 
half time? That would reduce our pur- 
chasing power and largely increase th« 
cost of our product. I do not believe that 
oitr railroads can reduce freight* much 
unless a new motive power is foUnd, but 
our water carriers can, and probably 
will. Freight ships will be increased in 
carrying capacity and rates still fur- 
ther reduced. 


"Consider for a moment another, and, 


in ray opinion, a most important aid to 
our foreign commerce. Where is the 
most promising field for it in the n^ar 
lutm-e? Surely in the Orient. Hum- 
bokit, more than 50 years ago. declared 
that the commerce of the Pacific would 
In time exceed that of the Atlantic; and 
what intelligent man today doubtg the 
realization in the near future of what 
then seemed a dream ? Do not England, 
France, Germany, Russia and Italy, by 
their 
conduct, 
recognize that 
the 


prophecy is to be fulfilled? How shall 
we secure our share ot this commerce? 


"While all the nations of Europe are 


our commercial foes; while Just now 
they fear us more than ever before, and, 
as China witnesses, are lining up to stop 
our advance, we have abundant cause 
for courage and hope. The unexpected 
has happened, increasing our confidence 
in the future tenfold. Humanity and 
a decent self-respect forced us to a 
declaration of war against Spain. 
Tha 


conflict was short, sharp and decisive. 
In a few months that proud kingdom be- 
came a suppliant for peace. 
Cuba is 


commercially ours; for, while we re- 
fused to accept sovereignty there, and 
intend to yield all claim to authority 
whenever a stable government is formed, 
that government will owe its life to 
us, its people cannot fail to remember 
that their freedom from 
oppression, 


from exacting and burdensome taxa- 
tion, from hunger and -starvation, is a 
gift from u». Gratitude and contiguity 
will surely give us the trade. 
When 


peace abides there, and good govern- 
ment assures protection to life and prop- 
erty, commerce will enormously increase. 
Porto Rico is ours, and its trade will be. 


"But more promising than the ac- 


quirement of many such inlands is the 
acquisition by us of the Philippine ar- 
chipelago, undoubtedly the most fertile 
and productive unexplored land under 
tha sun. 
In 1897, with rebellion rife, 


according to United States Commissioner 
Harden, the exports were $41,342,000, the 
imports, $17,343,000; balance in favor, 
$23,999,000. Give the Islands a good gov- 
ernment, protection to life and prop- 
erty, an advancing civilisation, increas- 
ing intelligence, fair wgges, honest col- 
lecting of revenues, railroads and high- 
way, improved agricultural implements, 
cable communication with our country 
and telegraph lines between them; and 
who douWs that commerce will, in a 
few years, be quadrupled? 
Tlie bulk 


of it, will be ours, even with the open 
door, for we shall have the advantage 
of England, Germany and France in 
distance and freight rates. The islands 
are marvelously rich and productive; 
not more than one-quarter of the till- 
able land under cultivation. 
The for- 


ests, of best mercantile 
woods, are 


boundless. 


"But the value to us of the domestic 


trade of these possessions is insignificant 
compared to that regarded from a com- 
mercial-strategic point of view. 
They 


front the entire China sea, are only two 
days' sail from Hong- Kong; they in- 
troduce us to the Orient, with its 700,- 
000,000 or 800,000,000 of people, with im- 
ports now exceeding $1,500,000,000 an- 
nually, which advancing civilization will 
double in a few years. 
They give us, 


for the first time, a tremendous moral 
force, a most potent voice f or the preser- 
vation of the open door in China. Who 
can estimate the value in the future of 
such a commanding position to our for- 
eign commerce? 


"What shall we do with the Philippines? 


In my judgment there will be no uncer- 
tain sound in the answer of our people. 
They have been acquired honestly, and 
in their acquirement we have dealt gen- 
erously with Spain. We will hold them 
as our own, for the good of the people 
who inhabit them and for tfie immense 
advantage, commercially, they promise 
us. 
We will make it possible for them, 


some time In the future, to form a stable 
Republican government, capable of mak- 
ing treaties, enforcing their rights under 
them, and observing their obligations. 
In the meantime, we will not restore a 
rod to Spain or sell a rood to any nation 
on earth, nor will we permit our supreme 
authority to diminish or be questioned 
by any power within or without the isl- 
ands. 


"I am enpou raged and strengthened 


in my faith that the republic will sur- 
vive the acquisition of Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines, and that the ad- 
vantages to be derived by us, com- 
mercially, will compensate us a hundred- 
fold for all the cost, while the war, waged 
for humanity's sake, will, if we are 
faithful, lay up for the republia tzes jures 
In Heaven."

Coghlan's indiscretion, and following 
the publication of Judge Chambers' let- 
ter to his brother, criticizing the Ger- 
mans in Samoa, the opinion was held 
that Admiral Kautz's letter could not 
have other than a harmful effect upon 
the relations between the United States 
and Germany. 


The letter was brought to the attention 


of the president, and some sort of a re- 
minder may be sent to the officer to be 
more careful in his correspondence. No 
orders have been issued to the Phila- 
delphia to leave Samoa, as the admiral 
says, so it is probable that he made the 
statement on that point in the belief 
that he could adjust the difficulties be- 
tween the factions in Samoa within that 
time. 


In German quarters the letter was not 


treated very seriously, and there was no 
Indication that the German authorities 
would take cognianoe of it. The spirit 
of fun in the letter appealed to some 
of the diplomatic officials, who laughed 
heartily over Kautz's description of tha 
young king's make-up, and this amusing 
feature largely offset any irritation 
which might have been felt over the 
criticisms contained in the letter. The 
Impression prevailed, however, that the 
navy department probably would deal 
with the indesrcretion in such a way as 
It deserved. 


The letter was written by Admiral 


Kautz to his cousin; Mrs. Charles N. 
Lindley of Cincinnati. 
It was dated 


March 23, and in tha easy vein of a 
relative's private correspondence. He 
Eftid: 


"You will probably read a lt>t of stuff 


about me in various newspapws, but I 
can assure you that I am all right and 
have done nothing that I am ashamed of, 
unless it is the making of a king, which 
I was obliged to do today, but he is a 
very inoffensive sort of young fellow 
about 19 years of age. He wears a French 
cocked hat, but no shoes, nor stockings, 
nor trousers; still, considering the torrid 
weather, he looks very well in this cli- 
mate. But I hardly think he would look 
as well on Fourth street, Cincinnati. 


"I am not a king here, but just plain 


'boss of the ranch.' The German consul 
had that position up to my arrival, but 
since then he has been a. very silent part- 
ner. I am very much afraid he does not 
like nie—in fact, I am not at all popular 
liere with the Germane. But I am all 
right with the English, and hope to pull 
through with time. I have no doubt of 
being sustained by the government in 
all I have done. I hope to get away from 
here in a month from this time, but will 
not be in San Francisco before the mid- 
dle of May. 


"P. S. I was in error about the shoes 


and trousers of his royal highness. At 
the last moment his advisers prevailed 
on him to put on both, ?«"* for this an- 
casion only."

The old 
saw is as true now as when it was first- 
employed. In no phase of life, however, 
does it apply with so much force as in 
politics, and because of our republican 
institutions in no country is its correct- 
ness so frequently exemplified as in the ] 
United States. The political history of j 
the country affords thousands of ex- j 
amples, and it is safe to say that at ev- 
ery general election held in recent years 
there have been a score or more of men 
whose cases might be cited in support 
of this proposition. 


Many men who have attained the po- 


sition of chief executive of. the United 
States have been practically unknown 
outside their own congressional dis- 
tricts at the election preceding the one 
which resulted in their elevation to the 
presidency. Accidents have converted 
unknown individuals into rivals for 
gubernatorial honors, and the events of 
a day have transformed men with noth- 
ing1 more than municipal reputations 
into presidential possibilities first, pres- 
idential candidates afterward and pres- 
idents still later. And these cases are 
not isolated ones. Numbers of instances 
might be cited to illustrate this, and 
these accidents ot politics, or whatever 
else they may be called, are relatively 
more numerous in the upper strata than 
in the middle ground, where the Strife 
is more personal and the element of in- 
dividuality is not lost sight of. for a mo- 
ment. 


A retrospective glance of half a cen- 


tury will make this fact clear. In 1846, 
at the opening of the Mexican war, it 
was alleged that owing to the fear of 
the administration of President Polk 
that the"laurels which it was expected 
that General Winfield Scott would win 
in the campaign would ir.aJce him an ir- 
resistible presidential candidate Gen- 
eral Zachary Taylor was assigned to an 
important command in the hope of dis- 
tracting attention from Scott. But in 
that case there was reckoning without 
the hosti for, so far from the plan serv- 
ing to kill off one presidential candidate, 
it had the effect of mailing another.; The 
unknown Taylor of 1S46 was elected 
president of the United States two 
years later. . 


In the case of Abraham. Lincoln the 


facts were even more i, uminative of 
the political possibilities under our form 
of government. In 1856, when Fremont 
was running as the first candidate of 
the _ Republican party against James 
Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln was un- 
known outside of Illinois. Two years 
later he stumped the state as a candi- 
date for the United States senatorship 
against the "Little Giant," Stephen A. 
Douglas. That canvass gave him a rep- 
utation as a debater, and in I860 the un- 
couth Illinois lawyer was the candidate 
of the new party for the presidency and 
was elected. Had he been successful in 
liis fight for the senatorship he proba- 
bly never would have been thought of 
in connection with the presidency, and 
if the Democratic party had not been 
split into several factions he certainly 
would not have been elected. In other 
words, Lincoln was the hero of the de- 
bate with Douglas and the favorite of 
circumstances. 


Rutherford B. Hayes was the hero of 


his party at the time of the assembling 
of the national convention because of 
the fight, he had made and won with 
"greenbacks versus resumption" as the 
Issue against "Rise Up" William Allen. 
Hayes became governor of Ohio, and 
his victory attracted the attention of 
the magnates of the party in different 
Sections of the country. They took him 
up as the man upon whom public atten- 
tion had been most recently focused 
and he became president of the United 
States. 


Cleveland was another unknown who 


became president. 
He was mayor of 


Buffalo when the New York state con- 
vention met. 
He was nominated for 


governor, with David B. Hill in the 
second place on the ticket. Charles J 
Polger, Arthur's secretary of the treas- 
ury, was put up by the Republicans. It 
was alleged in some quarters that Fol- 
ger's nomination had been brought 
about by the interference of President 
Arthur. Whether true or not. the im- 
pression gained wide belief, with the re- 
sult that Cleveland was elected govern- 
or of New York by a plurality of nearly 
200,000, the largest ever given to a guber- 
natorial candidate. This made it prac- 
tically certain that he would be the 
choice of the national convention. Such 
he was and defeated James G. Blaine, 
whom a shift of less than-600 votes 
would have elected and who certainly 
would have won had it not been that 
the quarrel between the "Stalwarts"and 
the "Half-breeds" had been iniunsifted 
by the murder of Garfield. If Arthur had 
not'been president, Folger never would

He finally went home and took up 
the practice of law,, which he continued 
for five years, after which he went into 
the real estate business with his broth- 
er, William Preston Harrison. In 1891 
the elder Carter Harrison bought the 
Chicago Times, of which Carter junior 
became tha managing editor and Wil- 
liam Preston the business manager. The 
young men conducted the paper until 
after the big strike of 1894, when they 
sold it.

Superstition enters very 'argely into 


the make up of the native of the Philip- 
pines. Many of the more •unsophisticat- 
ed of the islanders havo a childish faith 
in the potency of what they term ant- 
ing-anting. The Filipino's faith in this 


i mysterious charm is pathetically child- 
like. A person who has antjng-anting 
is held to be inviolate from injury and 
will cheerfully face impending death or 
fling, himself upon an enemy's guns. It 
is usually the leader of a tribe who has 
anting-anting, and if the tribe leader 
chances to be one of the belligerent 
Tulisanes he will attack well armed 
planters with audacious recklessness. 
One notorious Filipino bandit, for in- 
stance, acquired the reputation of hav- 
ing anting-anting because he had es- 
caped the fire of sis native Spanish sol- 
diers. But by the same mark there 
must be several thousand Yankee boys 
who are also unconsciously carrying 
about with them an anting-anting. Th» 
Filipino believes the power of antinrr- 
anting to reside in certain little charms, 
sometimes a ' pebble worn about the 
neclc, sometimes a button or a piece of 
rag. Dean Worcester, in his interest- 
ing book on the Philippine Islands, tells 
of a remarkable exhibition of faith in 
anting-anting which he came across in 
his researches in Mindoro. A native 
with an anting-anting confronted him 
and stated that he had come to the vil- 
lage to have the white professor shoot 
him. 
To say that Dean Worcester was 


surprised is putting it very mildly. The 
native stoutly proclaimed that he could 
not be shot and that he would catch the 
cashila's bullet in his hands or blow on 
it and make it fall to the ground. The 
man insisted on being shot at, and 
Worcester was in a dilemma until he 
suddenly suggested that he would shoot 
the anting-anting itself instead of the 
owner of the charm. Then the nslivo 
produced a little leather bound book h« 
had somewhere picked up and put his 
wonderful and long treasured charm 20 
paces from the marksman.

Worcester took aim, the crowd of na- 
tives who had collected took to their 
heels, but after the shot ran forward 
with great eagerness to see the effect of 
the white man's srun. The impact of 
the bullet caused the little book to fly 
high in the air, whereupon its owner 
proudly affirmed that it had itself jump- 
ed aside so as to escape injury. When 
he saw the hole through it, however, he 
was considerably crestfallen.

with Spain was reported In the legls- 
latUre yesterday. With a Division, 
however, giving first preference to the 
veterans of the civil war. When the 
committee on military affairs gave the 
hearing on the bill the Grand Army 
men put in a vigorous opposition, say- 
ing that to pass such a bill would 
practically crowd out all the veterans 
of the civil war, for they are now get- 
ting1 old and do not have the political 
pull of the young men, and if the hill 
was passed, the young men would get 
the offices and the old men would be 
shut out. 


So it was felt by other opponents of 


the bill that it might be left to the 
Grand Army men to defeat, for most 
of the members of the committee on 
military affairs are Grand Army vet- 
erans, and the only 
Spanish 
war 


veteran on their list is Mr. Hapberg- of 
Worcester. 


But the committee reported unani- 


mously yesterday and their bill is a 
very slick compromise to protect both 
old and young veterans and to further 
weaken the application of the merit 
system. It is an easy device. The bill 
says that the young men may have all 
the preference they want, provided 
that the first preference be given to 
veterans of the civil -war. It is a safe 
prediction that there will be opposition 
to the bill. 


One of the arguments of the old vet- 


erans against it was that they had to 
wait nearly 30 years before they got 
their preference, and that the young 
men ought not to expect to get their 
preference as soon as they are 
tcred out of service.
